For three day* Mc* 
Chilian 
had 
been crowding 
Lee back from the heart of Maryland 
tow aril tin* Potomac A\<-r, where he 
must either cross (ti the Virginia shore 
under Ore or fight on its northern bank 
to cripple bl* foe aud gain time for 
crossing at leisure. 
Ile ria me to tight. 
A fter carrying the passes through 
South m ountain on tim I Itll of grptetn- 
ber McClellan flung Ilia battle Hue 
w estw ard parallel with the Potomac 
and moved rapidly tow ard the river as 
far na Antletnm creek. H aving learned 
fti rn a battle order lost by pome of 
Leo’s emeers dhat Stonewall Jackson, 
who on the 15th captured th© Federal 
post et H arpers Ferry on the V irginia 
side of iiif r h er, was expiated to re­ 
cross and join Lee again in Maryland, 
McClellan knew than Lee wa* not Ignit­ 
ing a hurried retreat. Ile had not come 
over Into a northern state merely to 
march hack w ithout an attem pt to Jus­ 
tify the Invasion. 
Lee's position south of Antletam 
creek was weak on Ids left and strong 
on hts right. On Hie left the Federals 
could cross the stream by several fords 
and bridges out of view of Lee’s sol 
tilers and the range of his guns, hut 
on the right flank the banks of the 
creek were steep and rugged, and the 
only bridge across could easily be made 
a target for Confederate bullets and 
' shells. 
McClellan had only part of his 
troops on the scene at nightfall of the 
10th, but he bogan the fight th at even­ 
ing by attacking the left flank of Long- 
street’s line on the Confederate left. 
On 
the 
lttth 
Stonewall 
Jackson 
brought up part of the troops he had 
used In the capture of Harpers Ferry. 
and with these Leo pieced out the left 
of bis line of battle so that It fell away 
from Antletam creek back toward the 
Potomac. 
The angle formed by this 
bend In the line southward was cov­ 
ered with woods and ledges of reeks 
and made whnt soldiers call a strong 
rest for that think. 
Having marched out of Washington 
without authority to head off Lee’s 
invading force in Maryland, McClel­ 
lan proceeded with the sure purpose of 
preventing his antagonist from dodging 
past his line on the Antletam to the 
Interior again. 
Federal batteries were 
strung along the center to hold Lee 
south of the Antletam. 
Two army 
corps under Hooker attacked the angle 
and the short line on Lee’s left early 
the morning of tho 17th. 
This was 
the 
most 
terrific 
fight 
on 
record. 
Hooker’s columns were led by bat­ 
teries which mowed down fields of 
corn to the stubble as with a knife, and 
soldiers in gray who had taken cover 
among th # tall stalks fell under the 
terrible storm of iron. 
Hooker’s battleground at Antietam 
furnished one of those spectacles which 
baffle description. 
A picture of one of 
Napoleon's battles is not too strong 
for a parallel except that ti)ere were 
no cavalry charges at Antletam. 
Bul 
lets, bayonets, shot and shell worked 
the awful havoc. 
Little by little Lee’s 
left was crushed in. 
Hooker's infan­ 
try charged a knoll and captured It. 
From that point of vantage his bat­ 
teries would shell the next knoll down 
the line and rake the Intervening shel­ 
ters of infantry troops. 
Then the 
Confederates would charge the Fed­ 
eral batteries and be met by a coun­ 
tercharge of the Federals. 
The Federals would charge over and 
capture a field, strewing it with their 
own and the enemy’s dead. 
At the 
farther edge they would cling until 
the Confederates mustered fresh men 
to charge and perhaps recover it. Fail­ 
ing to recover the ground, the men In 
gray would be swept back by a rush 
of the boys in blue, piling up more 
dead on the ridges and in the hollows. 
J Behind Lee’s center, at tile lit!ie stone 
village of Sharpsburg, which gives the 
battle its name in Confederate annals, 
the ground was elevated, and whoever 
controlled that had the best of the 
fray. For that control Lee fought and 
McClellan struggled. 
With his bat­ 
teries planted there McClellan could 
rake Lee's right flank and destroy tho 
defenders of the bluffs at the bridge. 
North of Antietam creek, abreast of 
the bridge, Burnside’s Ninth corps was 
massed. 
Hooker’s advance was a complete 
aud successful flank attack. 
He was 
driving the Confederate lines together 
and gaining upon the key position iii 
tho Confederate center at Sharpsburg. 
Jackson’s mon, driven back from the 
short line, rallied in the center, which 
soon 
became 
the 
Confederate left. 
Finally this edge of the field was nar­ 
rowed down to a large cornfield which 
stretched 
between 
the 
contending 
lines. 
In places the corn was still 
standing when the battle was at Its 
height. 
At the west end of the field 
were a thick woods and on the east an­ 
other woods. These woods were rally­ 
ing points for the Confederates on the 
west and the Federals on the east. 
The cornfield was strewn wKh dead, 
and the woods had a fringe of dead 
along the edge toward the corn. 
Finally McClellan urged on Burn­ 
side’s attack at the bridge. The height 
beyond 
was 
carried 
by 
a 
gallant 
charge. 
Then the new conter of the 
field was stormed by fresh Federal 
troops. 
At this point a sunken road, 
or “Bloody Lane,” as It became known 
from the carnage there, wound like a 
broad trench between the Federal di­ 
vision of General Richardson and the 
Confederates of D. IL Hill. 
The road 
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wa* the try to the center. There the 
Sixty ninth New York charged at the 
head of the tflsh brigade, 
The nbm 
advanced under a stinging fire to a 
crest overlooking the lain* and found 
themselves alone, They couldn’t safe­ 
ly advance w ith their flanks unsup 
portisi, ami they wouldn't retreat, so 
they planted the line on tho hillside 
and began to fight as only Irishmen 
when well wrought lip can fight. The 
color bearer advanced several pace*, 
waving the green flag defiantly. 
It 
was riddled with bullets, nnd eight 
men, one after another, w ent down 
trying to keep the banner of green 
afloat. 
When the flag of the Sixty ninth first 
went down, the cry w as raised among 
the troops looking on a t a distance, 
"The Irish retreat!” Then the flag was 
plcki d up by new bands nnd carried 
forward, 
"No,” said other voices! 
* 1 hey are charging:'* 
.Muskets became 
foul, and amm unition gave out, but 
tho irishm en fought on, m ing the 
weapons of the fallen, nm! there, on a 
few s<|unre rods of earth, the banner 
regiment of the brigade scored the 
gory record of 71 killed and 125 wound­ 
ed out of 317 com batants. 
The troops which relieved the Irish 
brigade at last charged up to the sunk­ 
en road. 
Under the galling tire of a 
Confederate battery which swept the 
hollow with grape aud canister Colo­ 
nel E. 1*3. Cross formed his line of Fifth 
New Hampshire boys on the road, re­ 
moving bodies In gray and blue to give 
standing room. 
Ills wounded head 
was bound with a handkerchief, and 
blood streamed down lits face. Up and 
dowu the ranks lie paced, telling his 
soldiers to put on “w ar paint” and 
sound tho "warwhoop." 
With the 
powder end of torn cartridges they 
streaked their faces and joined to the 
savage cry until the weird shout re­ 
sounded above the din of battle. 
A 
frenaty seized each man, and, Impatient 
with their slow muzzle loading guns, 
they tore loaded ones from the hands 
of the dead nnd fired them with fear­ 
ful rapidity, sending the ram rods along 
w ith the bullets for double execution. 
Many of Jackson's brigades lost half 
their number and three brigade com­ 
manders were killed. The First Texas 
regiment charged into the cornfield and 
fought until four fifths of its rank nnd 
file had gone down. 
At the close of 
the day McClellan had two broken di­ 
visions in reserve behind the batteries 
which guarded his center and one 
fresh division of tile Sixth corps. This 
division, under General Slocum, was 
formed In line to charge the key po­ 
sition where Lee's batteries stood, aud 
checked Hie Federal advance beyond 
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strength,

ner, who saw at a glance over the 
whole field of dead, this charge was 
abandoned. 
But it was Just as well. 
At that hour five fresh Confederate 
brigades under General A. IL Hill, 
which had been paroling the captured 
garrison at Harpers Ferry, came to 
the scene at double quick. 
McClellan 
lost that day at Antietam 2,000 killed 
and nearly 10,000 wounded. 
Lee's 
loss was about 2,700 killed and over 
7,000 wounded. 
On the 18tli the dead 
were burled under a truce, nnd that 
night Lee took advantage of the dark­ 
ness to escape to the Virginia shore. 
After reconnoitering Hie several fords 
of the Potomac to prevent ambush of 
his pursuing columns McClellan sent 
the fresh battle reserves of Fitz John 
Porter to the river, (gat Botelier’s ford 
the Confederate guns disputed the pas­ 
sage, but General Griffin led an at­ 
tacking 
party 
across 
and 
up 
the 
heights nnd captured the battery. Next 
day, the 20th, two Federal brigades 
crossed at the ford and were driven 
back in a spirited fight. 
Thus ended the first invasion of The 
north by the southern troops, 
imme­ 
diately after the battle Lincoln visited 
the field, and in the fulfillment of a 
vow soon afterward proclaimed eman­ 
cipation.

I from a battle order lost by some of 
Lee’s officers th at ston ew all Joel!son 
I who on the IM ii on pf urn! the Fedora 
post at Harpers lY rr\ on the Virginia 
side of (he ri\er, was e\pei*tett to rt 
I cross and join Lee again Iii Maryland, 
McClellan knew that Lee w as not beat 
lug a hurried rein at, N e hail not conn 
over into a northern state merely to 
march back v, it limit an attem pt to Jus­ 
tify the invasion. 
Lee’s position 
south 
of 
Antietam 
creek w as weak on his left ami strong 
on hfs right. 
On the left tin* Federals 
tim id cross the stream by several fords 
and bridges out of view of Lee’s sol 
tilers aud the range of his guns, but 
ou the right flank the banks of tim 
creek were steep and rugged, ami the 
only bridge across could easily Im* made 
a target for Confederate bullets amt 
shells. 
McClellan had only part of his 
troops ou the scene nt nightfall of the 
Pith, but In* begall tin* tight that even­ 
ing by ntta» king the left flank of Long, 
street’s line on the ( ’onfederate left. 
On 
tho 
loth 
Stonew all 
Jackson 
brought up part of the troops he had 
| Used in the capture of Harpers Ferry, 
and with these Lee pieced out the left 
jof Ids line of battle so that It fell away 
from Antietam creek back toward the I 
Potomac. 
The angle formed by this 
bend in the line southward w as eov 
ered with woods and ledges of rooks 
and made w hat soldiers call a strong 
■rest for that flank. 
H aving marched out of W ashington 
[ without authority to bead off Lee's 
invading foree in Maryland, McClel­ 
lan proceeded with the sure purpose of 
preventing his antagonist from dodging 
past his line on the Antietam to the 
I Interior again. 
Federal batteries were 
strung along the center to hold Lee 
. south of the Antietam . 
T w o army 
; corps under Hooker attacked the angle 
and the short line on Lee’s left early 
the morning of the 17th. 
This w as 
| the 
most 
terrific 
fight 
on 
record. 
Hooker’s colum ns w ere led by 
bat- 
I tories which m owed down fields of 
( corn to the stubble as with a knife, and 
soldiers In gray who had taken cover 
am ong t h # tall stalks fell under the 
terrible storm of iron. 
Hooker’s battleground at Antietam 
furnished one of those spectacles which 
baffle description. 
A picture of one of 
Napoleon’s battles is not too strong 
for a parallel except that there were 
no cavalry charges at Antietam . 
ltul- 
let*. bayonets, shot and shell worked 
the aw ful havoc. 
Little by little I^ e’s 
left was crushed in. 
Hooker's infan­ 
try charged a knoll and captured it. 
I From that point of vantage his bat­ 
teries would shell the next knoll down 
the line and rake the Intervening shel- 
; ters of Infantry troop*. 
Then the 
j Confederates would charge the Fed­ 
eral batteries and he met b.% a couu- 
i tereharge of the Federals. 
The Federals would charge over and 
| capture a field, strew ing It with their 
\ own and tin* enem y’s death 
At the 
I farther edge they would cling until 
the Confederates m ustered fresh men 
to charge and perhaps recover it. PalJ- 
; tog to recover the ground, the men in 
I gray would lie sw ept back by a rush 
of the boys In blue, piling up more 
1 dead on the ridges and in the hollows, 
j Behind Lee’s center, at the little stone 
I village of Sharpsburg, which gives the 
; battle its name In Confederate annals, 
the ground w as elevated, and whoever 
controlled that had the best of the 
fray. 
For that control Lee fought nnd 
McClellan struggled. 
W ith his bat­ 
teries planted there McClellan could 
rake Lee’s right flank and destroy the 
defenders of the bluffs at the bridge. 
North of Antietam creek, abreast of 
the bridge, Burnside's Ninth corps w as 
mussed. 
Hooker’s advance w as n complete 
aud successful flank attack. 
Ile w as 
driving the Con fedora ti lines together 
nnd gaining upon the key position in 
tho Confederate center at Sharpsburg. 
JaekRon’s men, driven hack from the 
short line, m illed in the center, which 
soon 
became 
the 
Confederate 
left. 
Finally this edge of the field was nar­ 
rowed down to a large cornfield which 
stretched 
between 
the 
contending 
lines. 
In places tho corn w as still 
standing when the battle w as at its 
height. 
At the w est cml of the field 
were a thick woods and oh the east an­ 
other woods. 
These woods were rally­ 
ing points for the Confederates on the 
w est and the Federals on the east. 
The cornfield w as strewn \\Mh dead, 
and the woods bud a fringe of dead 
along the edge toward the corn. 
Finally McClellan urged on Burn­ 
side's attack at the bridge. The height 
beyond 
w as 
carried 
by 
a 
gallant 
charge. 
Then the new center of the 
field w as stormed by fresh Federal 
troops. 
At ibis point a sunken road, 
or "Bloody Lane,” as it boca un* known 
from the carnage there, wound like a 
broad trench between the Fedora) di­ 
vision of General Richardson ami the 
Confederates of D. II. Hill. 
The road 
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w as Mil* l< y to tin* center. 
There the 
Sixty 111 ut Ii New York Charged at the 
bend of thi- Irish brigade. 
The nh*n 
advanced under a stinging fire to a 
crest overlooking tin* lune and round 
them selves alone, 
They couldn’t sa fe­ 
ly advance w ith their flanks unsup­ 
ported, ami they wouldn’t ret rent, so 
they planted Hie lim* on Glo hillside 
and began to light us only Irishmen 
when u t * 11 wrought up ran fight, 
The 
color bearer advanced several paces, 
w alin g (he green flag della lilly, 
It 
w as riddled w ith bullets, anti eight 
men, out* after another, went down 
trying to keep the banner of green 
a float. 
When the flag o f the Sixty ninth first 
went down, the cry w as raised among 
the troops looking on at a distance, 
"The Irish retreat!” Then tin* flag was 
picket! up by new hands and carried 
forward. 
"No,” 
said 
other 
voices; 
‘ they are charging!** M uskets became 
foul, and am m unition gave out, but 
tin* Irishmen 
fought on, 
using the 
weapons of the fallen, aud there, on a 
few aquate rods of earth, the b u gler 
uUncut o f the brigade scored tho 
gory record of 71 killed and 125 wound­ 
'd out of 317 com batants. 
The troops which relieved the Irish 
brigade at last charged up to tin* sunk­ 
en road, 
l ader the grilling fire of a 
Confederate battery which sw ept the 
hollow w ith grape aud canister t ’olo- 
I F F Grot-- formed bf* line of Fifth 
New H am pshire boys on the road, r«*- 
moving bod!• * in gray and blue to give 
standing room. 
H is wounded head 
w as Ixtuml with a handkerchief, nnd 
blood stream ed down his face. Vp and 
down the ranks he paced, telling his 
soldiers to put on "war paint” and 
sound 
tho 
"w arwhoop.” 
With 
tin 
powder end of torn cartridges they 
streaked their faces nnd Joined in the 
ivage cry until the weird shout re­ 
sounded abort* the dbl o f battu*. 
A 
frenzy seized each man. and. Impatient 
with their slow muzzle loading guns, 
they tore loaded ones from the hands 
of the dead and fired them with fear­ 
ful rapidity, sending the ramrods along 
w ith (he bullets for double execution. 
Many o f Jackson’s brigade* lost Im lf 
their n outlier and three brigade com ­ 
m anders were killed. 
The First T exas 
regiment charged into the cornfield and 
fought until four fifths of Its rank nnd 
file hail gone down. 
At the close of 
the day McClellan bad tw o broken d i­ 
visions in reserve behind the batteries 
which guarded 
his center and one 
fresh division of the Sixth corps. T his 
division, under General Slocum, w as 
formed In line to charge the key po­ 
sition where Lee's batteries stood, nnd 
checked the Federal advance beyond 


strength.

the cornfield and sunken road. 
By the 
request of the veteran General Sum ­ 
ner, who saw at a glance over the 
whole field of dead, this charge w as 
abandoned. 
But It w as Just as well, 
At that hour five fresh Confederate 
brigades under General A. P. Hill, 
which had been paroling the captured 
garrison ut Harpers Ferry, cam e to 
the scene at double quick. 
McClellan 
lost that day at Antietam 2,000 killed 
and nearly 
10,000 wounded. 
I^ e’s 
loss w as about 2,700 killed and over 
7,000 wounded. 
Un the 18th the dead 
were burled under a truce, nnd that 
night Lee took advantage of the dark­ 
ness to escape to the Virginia shore. 
After reconnoitering the several fords 
of the Potomac to prevent am bush of 
his pursuing colum ns M cClellan sent 
the fresh battle reserves of F itz John 
Porter to tin* river, tgfit Hotelier s ford 
the Confederate guns disputed ilia pas 
anga, but General Griffin led an at­ 
tacking 
party 
across 
and 
up 
the 
heights ami captured the battery. Next 
day, the 20th, two Federal brigades 
crossed at the ford and were driven 
baek in a spirited fight. 
Thus ended the first Invasion of (lie 
north by the southern troops, 
imme­ 
diately after the battle Lincoln visited 
the field, and In the fulfillment of a 
vow soon afterward proclaimed eman­ 
cipation.
